Forum Discusses 
Parity Income 

(Contributed) 

How can Parity Income for agri¬ 
culture be achieved? The question 
ol how parity for the farmers can 
be brought about was the only one 
asked of the forums on Monday, 
Jan. 14. This is a many-sided 
question and there are probably a 
great many answers but how 
many of them will work? 

At the presen* time there seems 
to be two or three plans that 
would likely help. They are: 

(1) "Price supports or de¬ 
ficiency payments” which £o doubt 
would need controls on production. 
This would possibly ^ork to per¬ 
fection on a lot of our produce 
but may lead to trouble on cur 
big export commodities. 

<2> A two price system on goods 
for world trade and for domestic 
consumption may prove satisfac¬ 
tory. Why shouldn't all citizens 
share with farmers the costs of 
producing Canada’s varied and 
plentiful food supply? 

(3) A long term solution could 
lie in the lending of professional 
help and advice to backward 
countries in helping them develop 
their natural resources and indus¬ 
tries so as to increase their 
economy and buying power so that 
they could buy more of our pro¬ 
ducts at a reasonable price. Tnis 
undertaking to be sponsored by ail 
food exporting countiies anti or¬ 
ganized under an International 
Plan. 

On Nov. 5, forums were consider¬ 
ing whether marketing methods of 
farm products needs improvement. 
The answer was a decided “Yes”. 
Obviously our marketing system 
is not perfect or the agricultural 
economic level would not be so far 
below other groups There is al¬ 
ways room for improvement, 90% 
thought investment by farmers 
would improve the market system.
